Profane Language.

2. It was made a special subject of 
discussion at the Monday evening 
teachers’ meeting. 

3. Teachers were urged to refer to 
profanity upon every favorable oppor- 
tunity.

In three months the habit in in the | 


schoolyard was breken up all through 
the city, and no cases were reported, 
and these precautions were neglected.

Something else was Drought to ‘iny 
knowledge -through these investiga- 


tions in reférence to~ profanity; -it- is 


this, that many boys. swear, but suc- 
ceeded in escaping detection by their 
parents. 

Fathers and mothers would do well 
to make inquiry in order that they may 
be properly informed. The teachers 
are under instruction to report boys 
who swear to tneir parents; and if the 
latter will do their part, the teacher’s 
work in this reform will be effectual; 
otherwise the odds are greatly against 
us, 

After what these little ones, who 
have yet but learned to lisp in oaths, 
have testified as to how and where they 
contracted the habit, it must be clear 
to everybody that the schools are not 
alone responsible either for the forma- 
tion or the practice of the habit of 
swearing. We are'willing to bear our 
share of responsibility, aud we have 
repeatedly done our part in an attempt 
to establish a permanent reform among 
‘But a teacher's influence is 
powerless, comparatively, when his 
precepts are contradicted by the prac- 
tices of men and women outside of 
school, and especially is this the case 
when you attempt a reform in which 


your teachinys are contradicted by the 


practices of the parents themselves, 
It is deplorable that many boys take 
their first lesson in the use of profane 
language from the father or older 
brother, or the neighbor across the 
way. Nevertheless, we will not de- 
spair; but to make our efforts. effec- 
tive— 

Let the preachers all preach against 
profanity on the same Sabbath. 

Let all the Sunday-schools make a 
combined attack on it. 

Let all the merchants request their 
customers not to swear in their stores. 

As long as the boys hear young men, 
and even old men, use indecent lan- 
guage openly in the street, in the pres- 
ence of innocent youth and old age, 
yea, even in the presence of their sis- 
ters and their mothers,—school teachers 
will be waging a fruitless war against 
profanity and vulgarity.—Supt. S$. S.

The Arrogant Liquor Power. 


BY PROF. WILLIAM J. TUCKER. 


The following article appearedin the 
Good Citizen, a small pers ublished 
by the Y. P.S.C.E. of t Wrence 
Street Church, Lawrence, in the inter- 
ests of a no license vote at the coming 
city election: 

The question of the best method of 
suppressing drunkenness becomes al- 
together incidental to the question 
which is now confronting the moral 
sentiment of the nation, namely:— 
What shall be done with the power 
which is cultivating the making of 
drunkards as an organized industry? 
This_power is the capital invested in 
the breweries, distilleries and wholesale 
liquor trade of the country. The cap- 
ital is already immense, and follows 
the common laws of trade in extending 
its business. It pushes into every vil- 
lage and hamlet 1n search, not of unoc- 
cupied territory, but of territory which 
may be cultivated for greater returns. 
Its market is the depraved appetite of 
the community, That must be devel- 
oped, stimulated, and in every way in- 
creased. Hence its agents are skilled 
in the art of seduction. Their liveli- 
hood is dependent upon their success 
in winning recruits to the ranks which 
they are themselves depleting by the 
skill and industry with which they ply 
their trade. The saloon is located and 
furnished according to the patronage 
‘sought, and such appliances are intro- 
duced for enhancing its ordinary temp- 
tations as may be necessary to secure 
and maintain its power. The conten- 
tion, then, for the suppression of 
drunkenness, is no longer with the ‘or- 
dinary appetite for alcoholic drink, but 
with a vast and systemized power of 
money, which is working by all the 
laws and arts of trade to increase its 
market, i.e., to develop this appetite to 
an extent proportionate to its greed. 

Nor is this all, nor even the worst. 
Tf the liquor interest is to maintain 
itself according to the natural demands 
of an industry or trade, it must make 
itserf a corrupting and demoralizing 
force in society at large. It must enter 
politics, and make itself felt in the 
party conventions, in the caucus and at 
the polls. Every local election ..in

The power of these 
organizations is seen in every election 
of town, city or state. They cannot 
afford to lose control at any point 
where they haye gained a hold upon a 
political party. Why should they not 
work politically? If they represent a 
legitimate industry or trade, they have 
the right to ‘work for its protection, 
and protection means here, as else- 
where, growth and enlargement and 
the right to the market. 


To meet the issues thus presented, 
the license system is powerless. In 
whatever way it can be managed, it 
reacts to the advattage of +: 
interest. 
est possible figure, and you simply a 
ment the power of the great capital) 
What matters it to them whether the 
“industry” is distributed through large 
or small agencies, provided it has access 
to the public market? The monopoly 
of ‘a given territory allows the firm 
which has it to carry the heaviest 
license. It is impossible te tell how 4 
license could be laid upon the liquor 
trade which could make it unprofitable, 
so well is the system organized, so thor- 
oughly are the rights of competing 
firms respected. The liquor interest is 
one from Maine to Oregon. The 
brewer and the distiller and the whole- 
sale dealer have no contentions or 
competions which cannot be laid aside 
at the first suggestion of danger to the 
business, The retail dealer is simply 
the agent of the capitalist. It is the 
capitalist who owns the stock, rents 
the building, and directs the trade. 
How can a license fee touch himin the 
aggregate of his business? 

The fact of the aggressive, inventive 
and corrupting power of the capital 
invested in the nraunfacture and sale 
of beer and liquor is evident to the 
most unthinking citizen. The pres- 
ence of the saloon is becoming intoler- 
able, not simply because it is a public 
menace. It is éverywhere recognized 
as the sign of a financial and_ political 
power which kuows but one end, allows 


no. divisions, and scruples at no.means |- 


for the accomplishment of its purpose. 
And it is seen that the alternative is 
growitg stringent—this power must be 
recognized as a legitimate factor in in- 
dustrial and political life by virtue of 
its standing as an industry entitled to 
protection, or it must be met in open 
warfare which asks and accepts no 
terms. The present rallying cry of 
temperance men of every order is 
‘The saloon must go.”” That cry means 
war, and this war is the only means of 
meeting the issués which the liquor 
power has so ruthlessly and ‘defiantly 
raised in organizing an industry which 
measures its profits by the public loss, 
and in establishing itself a corrupting 
influence in municipal and national 
politics.

Course was given Monday night by Mrs. 
Alice Freeman Palmer, ex-president: of 
Wellesley College on the subject ‘‘Ideals 
in the education of our Boys and Girls.” 
There was a large audience which paid 
the closest attention to her instructive 
remarks. The speaker was introduced 
by Rev, Frederic Palme, Mrs. Palmer 
paid a high tribute to the educational 
influences in Andover and said she had 
some misgiving about comitig here to 
talk on the ideals of education. Ideals 
in New England have always been high 
and Massachusetts has led in the matter 
of education, but there is a danger of 
being tov well contented with her past 
record. In old times the work was 
thought; to have been finished when the 
lessons had been recited and the marks 
given. Since the war more millions have 
been spent on higher education than in 
all the 250 years before, Lut now the 
old ways wont do, One of the fine ideals 
in education is perfect physical health, 
and the present attention paid to that 
branch was highly commended. ; 

In the past twenty-five years kinder- 
gartens, and manual training, drawing, 
and cooking schdols have been “estab- 
lished, The new ideal should be not 
only to give information but to produce 
power, open the eyes, train the mind 
and hands, to make men and women. 
And old ideal was that in religion and 
politics children should believe what is 
told them. Now our children must be 
leaders, not followers, ‘They must have 
more time, more libraries, better teach- 
ers. In this state very few young men 
find time to teach school. Ont of 10,000 
teachers and more than 375,000 scholars 
only 901 men are teaching. The remain- 
der are mostly inexperienced young wo- 
men. The new ideal calls for educated, 
accomplished, and refined teachers. ‘Too 
much time in the life of our children 
under sixteen years of age is wasted. A 
statement is soon to be published from 
several college presidents saying that two 
years should be cut out of the public 
schools, It is better that our children 
be able to speak and write correct Eng- 
lish, whether they know Latin or not, 
and to love their own country and know 
its history, whether they know Greek 
mythology or not.

SWEEPS OVER A POKTION ods 
* BRITISH ~COASTS, 


Scores of Vessels Driven Ashere and 
Many Lives Lost—Gallant Work of 
Life-Savers—Damage on Land an! Sea. 


Lowpon, Nov, 12.—Tuesday night a 
heavy gale set in in thesouth of Knugland 
and Ireland, and asthe night grew older 
the wind grew stronger, until it finally 
‘blew with hurricane force. 

There is.no qoubt that the loss of life 
arising from marine and other disasters 
will fully equel, if not exceed, that. which 
occurred during the lust great gale that 
visited the British isles. It is believed that 
the loss of property will be much greater 
than that incurred through any storm 
that prevuiled for years. The reports from 
the gale-swept districts are slow in coming 
in, owing to the almost complete paralyz- 
ation of the telegraph lines. 

No braver struggle for life has been wit- 
nessed on this coast than that which re- 
su.ted last night in the rescue of the 
remhaining members of the crew of the 
British ship Bienvenue of Glasgow. All 
day yesterd:.y the life boats had bee 
struggling to reach the doomed vessel 
through the danyerous breakers, While 


. the crew clung to the masty, the people on 


shore tried to make their encouraging 
cheera. heard above the roar of the storm. 

About 4:20 in the afternoon the Bien- 
venue began to break up, but the masts 
with the unfortiunates clinging in the rig- 
ging still-held together. About this time 
the multitude were thrilled by the snec- 
tacle Of A seaman’s daring aud desperate 
stroke for salvation of himself and his fel- 
loweurvivors, The sailor fastened a line 
around Ins wast and leaped into the 
waters. Obeer upon cheer went up froin 
the-watching tnousands. The ‘sailor 
strock out heartily for the shore, but sud- 
denly a breaker burst upon him, and be 
was buried from sight. Then came an 
agotiizing ery from hundreds of thruats as 
the sailor appeared again, 


Limp and Lifeless, 


tossed on the waves, Not long afterward 
the corpse, and that of another swim uer 
from the wreck, was carried ashore. 

The storm abated somewhat as dark- 
ness grew, and another attempt was made 
to Jaunch the Sandgate lifeboat. Scores 
of volunteers assisted in the Jatnchitig, 
and after a tremendous struggle the brave 
life savers brought their boat up to the 
rigging of the Bienvenue and rescued 
every oné that- remained. They had¢innyg 
mechanically; for hours in their perilous 
positions,; and they were utterly ex- 
hausted. : 

Two of the members of the’ Hythe’ life- 
saving crew were drowned in the accident 
to that boat, while attempting to reach 
the Bienvenue. The number rescued 
from the Bienvenue is twenty-seven.

SWINTON’ LAST TRIP. 


Railroad po are often caused 
by disregard or disobedience of orders, 
and the loss, oftife and damage to 
property are sometimes fearful. When 
such disasters may result from careless- 
néss' it is not strange to find rules and 
regulations to guide those employed in 
the train service as rigid as those em- 
ployed in efficient military forces. 

Operating a single track railroad, 
and particularly one oyer which the 
traffic is frequent, requires great skill 
and long experience on the part of 
trainmen, as well as on the part of the 
train dispatchers, 

The train dispatchers regulate the 
movements of all trains from the gen- 
eral or head office by tneans of special 
telegraph wires to the various stations 
along the line. The head office is in 
communication with every train run? 
ning over the road; but so longas a 
train is mmoving upon its regular sched- 
ule time it @oes.not require any special 
order to govern it. 

Only in time of an accident, perhaps, 
or for some unusual cause, or in the 
ease of extra trains, which, not being 
down on the printed time table, are 
called wild trains, are the good judg- 
ment and. ingenuity of a train dispateh- 
er’ broaght into fall play. - To-avoid 
collisions under such circunistances it 
is necessary to issne explicit orders and 
to have them positively obeyed. 

John Swinton was one of the oldest 
and best engineers ona certain road. 


,He had been in.the seryiee for years: 


had. begun as fireman ona switch en- 
gine, received his promotion as engi- 
neer, and finally ran engine 135, haul 

Ing the fast express. e was always 
on time, unless something beyond his 
power prevented; he was never in bad 
humor, and was altogether vareful and 
trustworthy, 

John might have had this ‘trun” still 
if it had not been for an accident which 
so upset his nervesthat he became unfit 
for the regular service, and was put on 
the ‘‘extra list.” He ran specials when 
the president. went. over the road, or 
some other dignitary liad oceasion to 
travel -in that way, when haste was 
especially neeessary, and was always 
called upon to run the pay car on its 
regular, monthly .trips.. He bad a way 
of blowing his whistle'sothat one might 
easily -imagine that, it meant more than 

“Look out fer ine.” He could sound it 
for the crossings or blow for a station 
with a musical thrill and finish that was 
really plepsing, _ 

While he was still running the fast 
express and whirléd it across the plains 
at forty miles an hour, there were few 
people along the line who were not able 
to detéct Jotin’s’ hand at the throttle 
by the very manner in which the cross- 
ings were announced, and the peculiar 
swirl of the dust behind the train as it 
flew along the rails. 

He was a good fellow; every one 
liked him. He had a way that made 
him popular with the boys on the road, 
as well as with his superiors. He was 
not at all ‘‘cranky,” as most express en- 
gineers are, and if called upon to run 
an extra after his. regular day's work 
was done he was on hand promptly, 
and did not waste time before the start 
by oiling around and tinkering with the 
piston rod packing or the nuts on the 
steam chest. <_. : 

But he ran into the rear end of local 
train No. 25 one night. It was not a 
very bad smash from the point of 
view of damage to property, because 
he reversed his engine in time, and the 
shock was mild, but a brakeman was 
killed. He was “‘laid of” pending an 
investigation, and although it was 
clearly shown that the local did not 
get far enough back with signals: to 
give him sufficient warning, after that 
he seemed to ‘‘lose his grip,” as the 
boys said, and never fully- recovered 
from the shock. 

There are 1nany such instances among 
the brave men who drive the iron 
horse. 

It was deemed best at any rate to 
put him into the extra service. When 
he was called upon to get down from 
thefootboard of express engine 135 
and become the master of ‘‘Number 9,” 
he really preferred it, because, as~he 
said, ‘‘he hadn’t the heart to haul. the 
express; the responsibility weighed him 


~~ down.” 


After that he never missed a trip in 
unning the pay car. The trackmen 
and station agents said they always

A branch 
railroad running through a farming dis- 
trict terminates there, and some fifteen 
ortwenty trains a day run over it 
making connection with the trains on 
the main line, most of which stop. 

One ordinarily finds there two or 
three freight crews, who lie over wait- 
ing for connections.

The win- 
try sky foreboded continued cold 
weather and a blustering night. 

The day wore on. The snow bound 
passengers had grown tired of asking 
questions as to what were the prospects 
of raising the blockade, and had dis- 
tributed themselves auiong the neigh- 
boring restaurants in qnest of some- 
thing to eat. The newsboys had long 
since sold out their supply of: peanuts 
and candies, so that edibles frou that 
source were no longer to be obtained. 

Engines were blowing off steam, the 
chill winter wind: whistled about the 
cars, and the weird gloom of a short 
day drawing to a close had_ settled 
down.

Paper for English Bank Notes. 

Bank of England notes are made 
from new white linen cuttings—never 
from anything that has been worn. So 
carefully is the paper prepared that 
even the number of dips into the pulp 
made by each workinan is registered 
on a dial by inachinery, and the sheets 
are counted and booked to each person 
through whose hands they pass. _ They 
are made at Laverstoke, on the River 
Whit, in Haupshire, by a family named 
Portal, descended from a French Hu- 
guenot refugee, and have been made 
by the same family for more than 150 
years. 

About 1860-a-large. quantity. ofthe 
paper was stélen by one ‘6f the emn- 
ployees, which caused the bank a great 
deal of trouble, as the printing is a com- 
paratively easy matter, the great diffi- 
culty with forgers being to get the 
paper. They are printed within the 
bank building, there being an elaborate 
arrangement for making them so that 
each note of the same denomination 
shall differ in some particular from the 
others, — American Pressman.
